This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  \ 
of  Gownsmen  in  any  two  consecutive  meetings,  the  se 
which  must  occur  at  least  three  weeks  after  the  first.  If  the  proposed 
amendment  fails  to  secure  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Order  of 
Gownsmen,  it  may  be  referred  to  the  Student  Assembly  for  further  con- 
sideration. A  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Student  Assembly  in  two  consecu- 
tive regular  meetings  shall  then  be  required  to  enact  any  amendment 
previously  rejected  by  the  Order  of  Gownsmen.  The  proposed  amend- 
ment shall  be  printed  in  the  Purple  during  the  interim. 
BY-LAWS 

Meetings:  (i)  There  shall  be  monthly  meetings  of  the  Student  As- 
sembly held  die  second  week  of  each  month;  excepting  that  if  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  shall  publish  a  notice  one  week  before  the  above  date 
certifying  that  there  is  no  business  which  the  Student  Assembly  needs 
to  consider,  then  no  meeting  shall  be  necessary.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  by  any  twenty-five  students. 

(3)  A  special  meeting  of  the  Order  of  Gownsmen  may  be  called  by  a 
petition  of  twenty-five  Gownsmen.  The  Order  of  Gownsmen  shall  have 
the  right  to  review  any  action  taken  by  the  Student  Assembly,  and  a 
concurrence  of  one-half  against  any  such  action  shall  constitute  a  veto. 
A  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Student  Assembly  shall  be  required  to  over- 
ride a  veto  of  the  Order  of  Gownsmen. 

Electorate:  (l)  All  registered  students  "f  the  I  niversity  of  the  South 
shall  be  eligible  to  vote  in  elections  for  Officers  of  the  Order  of  Gowns-
